ACT  OF  INCORPORATION 


Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  In  the  year  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and 

Fifty-two. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled ,  and 

by  the  authority  of  the  same ,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Francis  O.  Watts,  Stephen  G.  Deblois,  Charles  T.  Bussell,  their  asso¬ 
ciates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  “  Boston 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,”  in  the  city  of  Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  improv¬ 
ing  the  spiritual  and  mental  condition  of  young  men,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges, 
and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  restrictions  set  forth  in  the  forty-fourth 
chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  hold  real  and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  forty  thousand  dollars.

ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  first  Annual  Public  Meeting  of  the  Boston,  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Association  was  held  in  Park  Street  Church,  on  Wednesday  evening,  May 
24,  1853 ;  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  in  Europe,  Wm.  H.  Jameson, 
First  Vice-President,  presiding. 

Prayer,  and  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  by  Rev.  Daniel  Wise. 

Singing,  by  the  Choir  and  Congregation,  the  hymn  commencing,-— 

How  blest  the  sacred  tie  that  binds 
In  sweet  communion  kindred  minds! 

How  swift  the  heavenly  course  they  run, 

Whose  hearts,  whose  faith,  whose  hopes  are  one. 

An  abstract  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  Charles  Demond,  Esq. 

Hon.  Geo.  N.  Briggs  then  addressed  the  Association,  in  an  able  and 
eloquent  manner,  on  the  value  of  the  Bible. 

After  singing  another  hymn,  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  the 

venerable  Dr.  Lyman  Beecher. 

At  the  close  of  the  exercises,  the  Association  adjourned  to  their  rooms, 
and  enjoyed  a  pleasant  interview  with  delegates  from  the  Yew  York  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association,  and  passed  the  following  vote  of  thanks : 

“  Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Association  be  presented  to  Hon.  Geo. 
N.  Briggs,  for  his  able,  appropriate,  and  interesting  address  delivered  before 
them  this  evening ;  and  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  request  a  copy 
for  publication.” 

The  address,  however,  being  extempore,  the  speaker  was  unable  to  fur¬ 
nish  a  copy  for  the  use  of  the  Association.

article  I. 

MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  Any  young  man,  who  is  a  member  in  regular  standing  of  an  Evangelical 
Church  may  become  an  active  member  of  this  Association,  by  the  paymen  o  on 
"jnnullly.  Active  members  only  shall  have  the  right  to  vote,  and  be  eligible 

t0  S*W2.  Any  young  man,  of  good  moral  character,  may  become  an  associate  mem- 

ber  of  this  Association,  by  the  payment  of  one  dollar  annually.  . 

Sec  3  Life  members  may  be  constituted  by  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars  at  y 
one  tLe',  subject  to  the  qnalLations  and  restrictions  of  Sections  first  and  second  of 

this  Article. 

article  II. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,  four  Vice 
Presidents,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and 
twelve  Directors,  — all  of  whom  shall  he  elected  annually,  by  ballot. 

article  hi. 

STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  two  members  from  each  Evangelical  Church 


n  the  city,  shall  be  appointed  annually. 


article  IV. 

duties  of  officers. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  of  one  of  the 
Vice  Presidents,  to  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  the  Association,  Board  of 
and  Standing  Committee,  -  and  preserve  in  strict  exercise  the  rules  established  by 

^StaTsT'' TheToLponding  Secretary  shall  be  the  organ  of  the  Association  in  its 
conference  with  other  societies  and  the  public.  He  shall  retain  copies  of  all  letters 
written  by  him,  recording  the  same  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  notify  the  members  o 
the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  attend  the  same,  to  notify  all  officers  of  their  election, 
and  to  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  the  transactions  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  all  moneys  due  to  the  As¬ 
sociation,  disburse  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  keep  a  correct  account 
of  the  same,  and  report  to  the  Board  whenever  required  by  them  to  do  so,  and  to  the 

Association  at  least  once  a  year. 


Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  audit  the  Treasurer’s  account  for 
the  current  year. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  keep  in  order  all  books  and  docu¬ 
ments  belonging  to  the  Association,  and  a  correct  Catalogue  of  the  same,  and  an  ac¬ 
curate  account  of  all  books  delivered  to  the  members. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  the  general  charge  and  superintendence 
of  the  affairs,  interests  and  property  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  annually  appoint  from  its  own  number  four 
Committees,  severally  consisting  of  five  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Association. 

The  Committees  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  A  Committee  on  Library  and  Rooms,  who  shall  procure  proper  rooms  for  the 
use  of  the  Association,  and  make  provision  for  furnishing,  lighting,  warming,  and 
keeping  the  same  in  order ;  they  shall  use  all  suitable  means  for  the  increase  and 
preservation  of  the  Library  ;  provide  papers  and  periodicals  for  the  reading  rooms  ; 
and  shall  approve  all  Publications  previous  to  their  admission  into  the  Library  and 
Reading  Rooms  of  the  Association. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Lectures,  who  shall  provide  for  the  delivery  of  an  Annual 
Course  of  Public  Lectures,  upon  subjects  adapted  to  the  Spiritual  and  Mental  Im¬ 
provement  of  Young  Men.  They  may  procure  Teachers  and  Lecturers  for  any  private 
classes  that  may  be  formed  by  the  members  ;  they  shall  make  arrangements  for  the 
annual  celebration  of  the  anniversary  and  for  all  other  public  meetings  of  the 
Association. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Publication,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  superintend  the  print¬ 
ing  and  publication  of  all  Books,  Documents,  Reports  and  Circulars,  issued  by  the 
Association. 

They  shall  cause  a  statement  of  the  objects  and  practical  working  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  with  a  list  of  its  Officers,  and  the  locality  of  its  Rooms,  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Pastor  of  each  Evangelical  Church  in  New  England  ;  and  they  shall  also  furnish  to 
the  Standing  Committee,  Printed  Circulars,  containing  similar  statements,  for  post¬ 
ing  in  the  porch  of  each  Evangelical  Church  in  this  city. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  who  shall  devise  means  for  obtaining  the  necessary 
funds  for  the  Association,  and  who  shall  approve  all  accounts  against  the  Association, 
previous  to  their  payment  by  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  9.  Each  of  the  Committees  shall  report  at  the  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  10.  The  President  of  the  Association  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  each  of 
the  regular  Committees  appointed  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  11.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  make  report  of  its  action  and  of  the  state 
of  the  Association  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  seek  out  young  men 
taking  up  their  residence  in  Boston,  and  endeavor  to  bring  them  under  moral  and  re¬ 
ligious  influences,  by  aiding  them  in  the  selection  of  suitable  boarding  places  and  em¬ 
ployment,  by  introducing  them  to  the  members  and  privileges  of  this  Association, 
securing  their  attendance  at  some  place  of  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  and,  by  every 
means  in  their  power,  surrounding  them  with  Christian  associates.  The  members 
of  the  Committee  shall  exert  themselves  to  interest  the  churches  to  which  they 
respectively  belong  in  the  objects  and  welfare  of  t,he  Association.  They  shall  labor  to 
induce  all  suitable  young  men  of  their  acquaintance  to  connect  themselves  with  the 
Association,  and  use  all  practicable  means  for  increasing  its  members,  activity  and 
usefulness. 
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They  shall  receive  all  applications  for  membership  and  evidences  of  qualification, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary  for  preservation  ;  the  admission  of 
applicants  being  subject  to  the  revision  of  the  Committee  at  any  Quarterly  Meeting. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  from  each  Church  represented  in  the  Association, 
shall  report  to  the  Standing  Committee  at  each  Quarterly  Meeting. 

Sec.  18.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of 
the  standing  Committee. 


ARTICLE  V. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  for  the  choice  of  officers  and 
transaction  of  other  business,  shall  be  holden  on  the  Wednesday  evening  preceding 
the  last  Wednesday  in  May.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  at  the  written  request 
of  any  ten  members,  or  at  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  2.  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Thursdays  of  February,  May,  August,  and  November.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  3.  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  within  one 
week  previous  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Special  meetings  shall  be  called  at  the  request  of  any  five  Managers,  or  whenever 
the  President  shall  direct. 

Sec.  4.  All  meetings  mentioned  above  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

QUORUM. 

Twenty  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association;  eleven  members,  a 
quorum  of  the  Standing  Committee  ;  and  five  members,  a  quorum  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

VACANCIES. 

Vacancies  occurring  from  any  cause  in  the  Standing  Committee  may  be  filled  by 
vote  of  that  Committee ;  vacancies  in  any  other  office  may  be  filled  by  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

ALTERATIONS. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two -thirds  of  the  members 
present,  at  any  Meeting  of  the  Association ;  provided  such  alteration  or  amendment 
be  proposed  at  a  regular  meeting  at  least  one  month  prior,  and  the  members  shall 
have  been  notified  by  the  Secretary  that  it  is  to  be  acted  upon.

The  wise  and  good  men  of  Boston  have,  in  times  past,  mourned  over  many  a 
youth  of  promise  who,  fresh  from  his  rural  home,  has  yielded  to  the  temptations 
of  the  city  life,  whose  dangers  he  knew  not  of,  and  perished.  Individual  bene¬ 
volence  has  done  much  to  avert  the  evil,  but  no  adequate  remedy  was  found 
till  Christian  young  men  were  banded  together  to  receive  their  young  brethren 
from  the  country  and  guard  them  with  Christ-like  sympathy  until  the)  could 
securely  walk  amid  the  dangers  of  the  city.  Such  a  band  is  our  association. 
There  is  a  similar  organization  in  London  from  which  we  took  our  idea,  and  with 

which  we  are  in  pleasant  correspondence. 

In  the  fall  of  1851,  a  correspondent  of  the  Watchman  and  Reflector ,  a  re¬ 
ligious  paper  of  this  city,  wrote  an  account  of  a  visit  to  their  rooms  and  gave  a 
brief  sketch  of  what  they  were  doing.  This  was  published.  Mr.  J.  V.  Sullivan, 
who  has  seen  much  of  the  dangers  of  young  men  in  our  city,  saw  it,  and  spoke 
of  it  to  several  others.  They  were  pleased,  and  a  movement  was  at  once  made 
for  a  similar  organization  here. 

On  the  evening  of  December  15,  18ol,  thirty-two  young  men,  representing 
about  twenty  Churches  of  different  denominations,  met  in  the  vestry  of  Cential 
Church  to  consider  the  matter.  Charles  Demond  was  appointed  Chairman,  and 
Henry  S.  Chase,  Secretary.  After  an  earnest  and  prayerful  discussion,  a  Com¬ 
mittee,  consisting  of  George  F.  Bigelow,  T.  A .  Sullivan,  TV  illiam  H.  Jameson, 
Pliny  Nickerson,  and  Franklin  TV.  Smith,  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  plan  of 
organization.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  to  December  22,  when  they  assem¬ 
bled,  with  largely  increased  numbers,  in  the  Old  South  Chapel  in  Spring  Lane. 
The  Committee  reported  a  Constitution  which  was  discussed  and  referred,  with 
some  amendments,  to  the  same  Committee,  increased  by  Messrs.  Stephen  G. 
Deblois,  H.  E.  Armington,  J.  M.  Gordon,  and  E.  G.  Odiorne.  They  reported 
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a  Constitution  to  an  adjourned  meeting,  held  in  the  same  place,  December  29th, 
which  was  adopted.  Officers  were  chosen  January  5, 1852,  and  the  first  Board 
of  Managers  was  chosen  on  the  10th  of  January,  1852,  at  which  time  the 
Society  was  fairly  launched  and  commenced  its  active  operations. 

Two  months  of  severe  labor  followed.  The  Standing  Committee  and  the 
Board  of  Managers  met  often,  and  devoted  a  large  portion  of  their  time  to  the 
obtaining  of  funds,  and  in  interesting  the  religious  community  in  the  cause.  The 
friends  of  Christ  responded  liberally ;  the  funds  needed  to  commence  the  enter¬ 
prise  were  obtained  ;  spacious  and  convenient  rooms  were  provided,  fitted  up  in  a 
neat  and  agreeable  style,  furnished  with  papers  and  periodicals  and  the  found¬ 
ation  for  a  library  ;  and  on  the  evening  of  March  11,  1852,  were  dedicated  to 
the  Head  of  the  Church  and  to  the  uses  of  the  Association,  by  most  interesting 
and  apropriate  exercises. 

The  prayer  of  Dedication  was  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Blagden.  Eloquent  and  en¬ 
couraging  addresses  were  made  by  the  President,  Mr.  Watts,  Rev.  Dr.  Sharp, 
Rev.  Mr.  Crowell,  Bishop  Eastburn,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Lyman  Beecher.  Appropri¬ 
ate  hymns  were  sung,  which  had  been  composed  for  the  occasion  by  Mrs. 
Sigourney  and  by  O.  W.  Withington,  Esq.,  who  has  since  been  suddenly  called 
away  to  behold  the  “  God  above  ”  whose  praises  he  so  eloquently  sang  on  that 
evening. 

The  exercises  were  closed  Avith  the  Doxology  ;  and  as  six  hundred  male 
voices  joined  in  it,  Bishop,  Rector,  and  Minister,  Episcopalian,  Baptist, 
Methodist,  and  Congregationalist,  with  the  earnestness  and  devotion  of  those 
who  loved  u  one  Savior  ”  who  had  “  bought  them  with  his  own  precious  blood,  ” 
we  all  felt  that  we  could  join  with  our  whole  hearts  in  the  words  the  venerable 
Dr.  Beecher  had  just  uttered  :  “  I  always  felt  sure  the  Millennium  would  come, 
but  never  so  sure  of  it  before  as  now.  I  can  breathe  a  longer  breath  than  ever 
I  breathed  before.  Glory  to  God  !  You  will  stand  steadfast  and  sure,  and  go 
on  in  this  good  work  until  your  great  adversary  the  devil  is  turned  into  Hell.” 
Our  hearts  were  now  indeed  cheered  ;  we  “  thanked  God  and  took  courage.” 

Having  received  assurance  of  sympathy  and  aid  from  all  parts  of  the  country, 
and  from  our  own  community,  we  felt  that  our  organization  must  endure.  We 
applied  to  the  Legislature  for  an  Act  of  incorporation,  which  was  granted  and 
signed  by  the  Governor,  March  30th,  1852,  and  accepted  by  the  Association 
May  25,  1852,  from  which  time  we  date  our  existence  as  a  corporation.  We 
are  one  year  old  this  day. 

Our  first  Anniversary  was  held  in  Park  street  Church,  May  25,  1852,  and 
Hon.  Chas.  Theo.  Russell,  one  of  our  Vice  Presidents,  delivered  an  able  and 
eloquent  address  to  a  crowded  and  most  attentive  audience. 

We  have  thus  briefly  sketched  our  history  till  the  commencement  of  the  year 
now  closing.  A  more  detailed  report  will  be  given  of  the  doings  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  during  the  past  year. 

The  Board  of  Managers  is  divided  into  four  Committees,  to  wit,  —  one  upon 
Library  and  Rooms,  one  upon  Lectures,  one  upon  Publications,  and  one  upon 
Finance,  who  each  attend  to  that  portion  of  the  interest  of  the  Association  indi¬ 
cated  by  their  respective  names. 

The  doings  of  each  Committee  will  be  given  separately. 
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Committee  upon  Library  and  Rooms. 

After  much  deliberation  and  with  considerable  hesitation,  the  Committee 
secured  rooms  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Summer  Streets,  at  a  rent  of 
$650  per  annum.  They  felt  the  importance  of  having  rooms  central,  easy  of 
access  and  attractive  to  young  men.  If  we  would  induce  young  men  to  frequent 
our  rooms,  instead  of  places  of  danger,  we  must  provide  such  as  are  pleasant  in 
themselves,  and  attractive  in  consequence  of  the  society  there  found  and  the 
entertainment  furnished.  These  considerations  caused  the  Committee  to  pro¬ 
vide  rooms  neater  and  more  agreeable  and  attractive  in  all  respects  than  are  the 
boarding  houses  where  the  young  men  whom  we  seek  to  benefit  usually  reside  5 
they  endeavored  so  to  furnish  and  arrange  them  that  young  men  should  there 
feel  welcome  and  at  home. 

Thirty-four  Magazines  and  forty-one  papers  were  selected,  and  neatly 
arranged  for  use. 

Many  of  the  religious  papers  and  periodicals  were  freely  given,  upon  appli¬ 
cation,  and  we  doubt  not  the  list  might  be  much  increased  if  the  members  of 
the  Association  would  give  their  attention  to  the  matter. 

It  was  supposed  at  the  commencement  of  our  enterprise  that  we  could  have 
at  our  rooms  most  of  the  local  country  papers  of  Xew  England,  with  but  little 
cost.  It  was  thought  that  our  members,  as  they  made  their  annual  visit  to  their 
native  villages,  might  easily  secure  for  us  the  papers  published  in  their  immedi¬ 
ate  vicinity,  either  by  their  own  contributions,  or  through  some  friend.  Doubt¬ 
less  many  a  young  man  from  the  country  would  be  attracted  to  our  rooms,  and 
be  brought  under  our  influence,  could  he  see  there  a  paper  familiar  to  him  and 
associated  with  the  precious  remembrances  of  his  early  home  and  friends.  The 
Committee  would  commend  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  members. 

During  the  past  year  the  rooms  have  been  well  frequented  and  their  advan¬ 
tages  enjoyed  by  a  large  number  of  young  men.  At  all  hours  of  the  day  some 
are  present,  and  in  the  evening  often  large  numbers. 

Our  members  should  recollect  that  we  are  in  some  sense  a  Missionary  Asso¬ 
ciation  ;  that  our  rooms  are  open  not  alone  for  our  own  comfort  and  ease,  but  to 
induce  the  stranger  to  come  to  them,  that  we  may  surround  him  with  Christian 
influence.  If  a  new  face  is  seen  there,  or  one  that  looks  like  a  stranger  in  a 
strange  land,  let  each  of  us  address  such  an  one  and  give  him  the  friendly  grasp 
of  the  hand  and  our  acquaintance.  A  little  exertion  on  our  part  in  this  way, 
may  save  some  soul  from  wandering  into  forbidden  paths. 

Early  in  the  past  year  the  Committee  had  applications  from  many  of  our 
members  for  the  establishment  of  a  prayer-meeting  in  our  rooms.  After  con¬ 
sidering  the  matter,  the  Committee  concluded  to  establish  a  prayer  meeting  on 
Mondav  evenings  at  nine  o’clock,  to  continue  one  hour.  They  did  so  last  fall 
and  the  result  has  been  most  gratifying  and  encouraging.  The  blessing  of  God 
has  evidently  followed  it.  The  meeting  has  been  of  deep  interest.  From  fifty  to 
seventy-five  young  men  have  been  present  at  each  meeting,  and  above  all  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  has  been  with  them, — souls  have  been  born  there,  and  quite  a 
number  who  now  rejoice  in  Christ  attribute  their  conversion  to  the  influence  ot 
this  meeting.  All  who  have  attended  have  received  a  blessing.  The  Committee 
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know  of  no  bad  results  from  this  meeting,  and  would  recommend  that  it  be  con¬ 
tinued,  especially  as  our  new  rooms  will  enable  us  to  hold  it  without  disturbing 
those  in  the  reading  room. 

The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  shown  that  the  rooms  at  the  corner  of 
Summer  Street,  though  pleasantly  and  admirably  situated,  were  too  high  up, 
being  upon  the  fourth  story.  Many  who  would  be  glad  to  visit  them,  and 
whose  presence  would  cheer  our  hearts,  have  been  deterred  by  the  difficulty  of 
ascending  the  stairs.  This,  and  the  fact  that  we  needed  more  room,  led  the 
Committee  to  seek  for  other  accommodation.  They  found  a  suite  of  rooms  in 
the  new  Tremont  Temple,  admirably  adapted  for  our  purposes,  which  they 
could  have  at  $1200  per  year.  The  rent  was  low  for  the  rooms,  which  would 
easily  command  $1500  a  year,  but  the  Temple  is  owned  by  a  church,  who 
were  very  desirous  that  a  religious  association  should  occupy  them.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  reported  to  the  Board  in  favor  of  taking  the  rooms.  The  Board  generally 
thought  the  change  desirable,  but  feared  the  expense.  The  Committee,  aided 
by  one  most  energetic  and  active  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  then 
raised  the  money  necessary  to  pay  the  extra  rent  for  two  years.  The  rooms 
were  secured,  and  are  now  just  ready  for  the  use  of  the  Association. 

The  change  seems  most  desirable.  We  arc  now  in  a  building  well  known, 
easily  found,  and  convenient  of  access  to  all  the  city.  We  have  halls  for  our 
lectures  in  the  same  building,  and  on  very  favorable  terms.  We  are  only  one 
story  from  the  ground.  W e  have  a  large  Beading  Room,  a  Library  Room,  and 
three  other  rooms,  for  prayer  meetings,  committees,  & c.  The  central  situation 
of  these  rooms  will  also  enable  the  committee  to  carry  out  a  plan  they  have 
matured,  for  bringing  the  clergymen  of  our  city  more  to  the  rooms,  and  making 
them  better  acquainted  with  each  other.  The  plan  is,  to  have  the  mail  matter 
of  all  our  clergymen  brought  to  our  rooms  at  all  suitable  times  of  the  day,  and 
there  distributed  into  boxes,  for  each  one  ;  so  that  the  clergy  can  get  it  at  that 
place  as  conveniently  as  at  the  Rost  Office,  while,  at  the  same  time,  they  can 
have  the  advantages  of  the  Reading  Room,  and  of  seeing  each  other  daily. 
They  can  also  answer  their  letters  there,  the  proper  convenience  being  always 
ready.  We  shall  thus  become  a  sort  of  religious  exchange;  the  head  quarters 
of  all  the  clergy,  not  only  of  our  city,  but  of  New  England.  The  clergymen 
generally  are  glad  to  come  into  the  arrangement,  and  we  hope  for  good  results 
to  our  Society  and  to  Christian  union  from  it. 

As  soon  as  the  Committee  on  Library  and  Rooms  had  provided  rooms,  they 
turned  their  attention  to  the  Library.  This  was  commenced  at  the  Old  South 
Chapel,  on  the  evening  of  January  5,  1852,  by  the  presentation  of  a  Bible  in 
the  language  of  the  Sandwich  islands,  by  Capt.  T.  V.  Sullivan,  and  one  in 
English,  by  Rev.  Henry  Upham.  It  seemed  most  fitting  that  the  Bible  should 
be  the  foundation  of  our  Library.  The  Committee  adopted  the  principle,  that 
no  books  should  be  admitted  to  the  Library  till,  by  careful  examination,  they 
were  found  to  contain  nothing  that  tended  to  injure  the  right  principles  of  any 
young  man.  With  this  limitation,  all  proper  and  interesting  books  were  admitted. 

They  made  application  to  the  principal  publishing  houses  of  this  city,  and  to 
.  many  private  individuals ;  and  have  received,  in  return,  a  large  number  of  very 
valuable  donations  of  well  selected  books.

All  the  books  received,  have  been  carefully  examined  before  they 
were  put  upon  our  shelves. 

Our  Library  now  numbers  1600  volumes,  and  is  used  very  extensively  by 
the  members. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Broughton  was  employed  to  take  general  charge  of  the  Booms  and 
Library,  and  gave  us  great  satisfaction.  Having  received  a  call  that  was  much 
more  for  his  pecuinary  advantage,  the  Committee  reluctantly  relieved  him. 

Mr.  William  C.  Mills,  has  taken  his  place,  and  promises  to  make  a  useful  and 
acceptable  officer. 


Lecture  Committee. 

Under  the  direction  of  this  Committee,  a  Course  of  Lectures,  before  the 
Association,  has  been  delivered  at  the  Melodeon,  on  Sabbath  Evenings.  The 
following  gentlemen  have  spoken:  —  Bev.  Mark  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  Bev.  Stephen

The  concluding  Lecture  will  be  delivered  by  Prof.  Park,  at  the  Music  Hall, 
on  the  2  2d  inst. 

The  Lectures  were  opened  and  closed  with  devotional  exercises,  by  clergy¬ 
men  of  this  city.  Appropriate  hymns  were  also  sung  by  the  whole  congregation. 

The  Lectures  were  able  and  eloquent,  and  many  of  them  of  great  practical 
importance.  They  were  listened  to  with  much  pleasure  by  very  large  audi¬ 
ences,  and  we  have  good  reason  to  believe,  have  done  good  both  to  our  Associa¬ 
tion  and  to  the  cause  of  God,  in  this  city. 

The  price  of  the  Lectures  was  put  very  low,  that  all  whom  we  wish  to  benefit 
might  be  able  to  attend.  About  $800  were  received  from  them,  which  pays  all 
the  expenses.  Some  feeling  has  been  expressed  because  these  Lectures  have 
been  given  on  Sabbath  evenings,  having  a  tendency  to  draw  the  young  men 
away  from  the  meetings  of  their  respective  churches.  There  is  some  force  in 
this  objection.  The  Board  would  recommend  that  the  future  courses,  if  possible, 
be  upon  week  day  evenings. 

The  Lecture  Committee  have  also  had  charge  of  the  preparations  for  the 
anniversary  address,  and  for  the  dedication  of  the  Booms. 
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Committee  on  Publication. 

This  Committee  have  issued  12,550  copies  of  the  Constitution,  By-Laws  and 
List  of  Officers  of  this  Association  in  three  distinct  editions.  Some  10,000  of 
these  have  been  directed  and  sent  through  the  Post  Office  to  the  clergymen 
and  leading  men  of  the  denominations  in  fellowship  with  us,  throughout  New 
England,  that  all  parents  who  have  sons  here  might  know  of  our  existence. 
Many  copies  have  been  sent  over  the  United  States,  where  new  societies  are 
springing  up.  5,048  copies  of  Mr.  Bussell’s  address  also  have  been  printed 
and  extensively  circulated.  A  large  quantity  of  other  matter  necessary  for 
the  Association  has  been  printed  under  the  direction  of  this  Committee. 


Committee  on  Finance. 

The  duties  of  this  Committee  are  stated  in  the  By-Laws  to  be  :  “  To  devise 
means  for  obtaining  the  necessary  funds  for  the  Association,  and  to  approve  all 
accounts  against  the  Association,  previous  to  their  payment.”  During  the 
past  year  the  action  of  this  Committee  has  been  confined  to  the  latter  and,  as 
it  seemed  to  the  Board,  the  inferior  part  of  its  duties.  This  Committee  might 
act  as  a  Committee  of  Mays  and  Means  and,  by  some  well  considered  plan  of 
action,  do  much  towards  obtaining  funds  for  the  increase  of  the  Library,  and 
otherwise  extending  the  influence  of  the  Association. 

There  has  been  paid  into  the  Treasury  since  our  existence  $6,856,  and  there 
is  now  on  hand  about  $1,900.  The  particulars  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
will  appear  more  fully  by  the  Treasurer’s  Beport. 

The  question  naturally  arises,  what  good  has  all  this  abounding  labor,  and 
the  expenditure  of  so  much  time  and  money  accomplished  ? 

This  being  our  first  year,  we  could  not  expect  to  exhibit  so  large  practical 
results  as  in  future  years,  but  much  has  been  accomplished. 

The  Society  has  become  fully  organized  and  lurnished  with  the  apparatus 
for  successful  operation.  We  number  about  1,600  members,  distributed  among 
all  the  evangelical  denominations  of  the  city,  and  among  all  ranks  and  classes. 
We  have  spacious  and  convenient  rooms,  a  Library  of  1,600  volumes,  a  well 
furnished  Beading-Boom,  and  a  standing  and  name  among  the  benevolent 
societies  of  the  day.  The  religious  community  of  Boston  has  become  familiar 
with  the  idea  that  they  have  a  present  duty  in  reference  to  the  young  men  who 
come  from  the  country  to  reside  here,  and  they  are  ready  and  willing  by  our 
aid  to  perform  that  duty. 

The  fathers  and  mothers  throughout  the  country  know  of  us  and  our  ^object, 
and  are  sending  their  sons  to  our  care.  We  have  all  the  means  to  receive  them 
and  introduce  them  at  once  to  such  religious  and  social  associations  as  shall  be 
suited  to  their  tastes,  early  education,  and  best  good. 

To  accomplish  this  alone  is  a  great  work  for  one  year.  Many  a  most 
worthy  cause  of  benevolence  struggles  for  years  ere  it  can  obtain  a  standing  and 
hearing  before  the  churches,  and  begin  successfully  to  work.  The  Lord  had 
prepared  the  way  for  us,  and  as  soon  as  our  design  was  announced,  Christians 

gave  us  their  favor,  and  we  now  feel  that  we  have  a  place  among  the  permanent 
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benevolent  associations  of  onr  city.  More  than  this,  we  have  actually  received 
and  aided  with  our  advice  and  friendship  many  a  young  stranger  who  has 
been  sent  to  our  care.  There  has  been  no  account  kept,  the  past  year,  of  the 
number  who  have  thus  been  sent  to  us,  and  who  have  been  kindly  greeted  and 
assisted ;  but  we  can  say  that  ever  since  our  Society  was  announced  as  existing, 
young  men  have  been  coming  to  us  with  their  letters  of  introduction,  and 
visited  our  Rooms,  as  their  first  home  in  the  city.  Many  come  to  us  for  employ¬ 
ment.  This  we  do  not  profess  to  furnish,  but  we  always  have  given  such  advice 
and  suggestions  as  enable  many  to  obtain  it  more  speedily  and  on  better  terms 
than  they  otherwise  could.  It  is  common  for  young  men,  thus  seeking  employ¬ 
ment,  to  make  our  rooms  their  head  quarters  till  they  are  engaged  in  some 
business,  thus  becoming  acquainted  with  our  members. 

We  believe  \ye  have  been  the  means  of  surrounding  many  young  strangers, 
the  past  year,  with  such  influences  as  will  render  their  residence  in  the  city 
comparatively  safe  and  useful  to  them.  One  young  man  came  to  us  who  had 
no  acquaintances  here  and  who  wished  some  employment.  We  knew  of  none, 
but  sent  him  to  one  of  our  members  who  employs  many  clerks,  for  advice. 
He  went,  the  merchant  talked  with  him,  was  pleased,  and  hired  him.  He  took 
him  to  his  Sabbath  School,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  moved  upon  his  heart,  and  in 
one  month  he  united  with  the  church  to  which  his  employer  belonged.  How 
different  might  have  been  his  fate,  were  our  Society  not  in  existence. 

Another  good  of  great  importance  has  resulted  from  this  Association.  This 
is  a  union  of  feeling  and  love,  that  has  grown  up  among  the  different  denom¬ 
inations  connected  with  it.  We  have  met  together,  we  have  labored  and 
prayed  together,  till  our  hearts  have  burned  within  us,  with  love  —  even  the 
love  of  the  brethren.  We  think  not  in  all  our  action  that  we  are  of  this  or 
that  denomination,  but  that  we  all  love  Christ,  and  those  whom  he  loves,  and 
with  one  accord  are  we  together  in  this  good  work.  This  union  of  feeling  will 
go  on  increasing  in  strength  and  intensity,  as  our  Society  continues  its  opera¬ 
tions,  binding  together  our  religious  teachers  too,  if  they  frequent  our  Rooms  as 
we  hope,  till  by  and  by,  in  all  works  looking  to  the  extension  of  Christ’s  King¬ 
dom  in  our  midst,  the  evangelical  denominations  shall  see  eye  to  eye,  and  side 
by  side,  with  Christian  union  of  desire  and  object,  labor  in  the  vineyard  of  our 
Lord. 

Another  pleasant  result  of  our  existence,  is  the  formation  of  similar  associa¬ 
tions  all  over  our  land.  As  soon  as  we  were  in  operation  we  began  to  receive 
letters  of  inquiry  from  other  cities.  All  the  information  in  our  possession  was 
freely  given,  and  copies  of  our  constitution  furnished. 

Associations  have  been  formed  in  Portland,  Me. ;  Concord,  N.  H. ;  Providence, 
R.  I. ;  Springfield  and  Worcester  Mass. ;  Hartford  and  Hew  London,  Ct. ;  New 
York  City,  and  Buffalo,  N.  Y. ;  Philadelphia,  Penn. ;  Washington,  D.  C. ; 
Cincinnati,  O. ;  Detroit,  Mich. ;  Chicago.  Ill. ;  St.  Louis,  Mobile  and  New 
Orleans,  —  with  all  of  which  we  have  correspondence;  others  are  in  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  formation.  These  have  adopted,  almost  without  change,  our  constitu¬ 
tion  and  plan  of  operation. 

Besides  our  Parent  Association  in  London,  with  which  we  have  frequent  and 
pleasant  correspondence,  Associations  are  formed  or  now  forming  in  Edinboro, 
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Glasgow,  Amsterdam,  Paris,  Milan,  Rome  and’ Geneva.  We  hope  soon  to  be  in 
communication  with  all  of  these.  We  have  received  letters  from  several  of  them. 

Our  President,  Mr.  Watts,  visited  some  of  them,  the  past  summer,  while  in 
Europe,  and  we  have  commissioned  Hon.  Samuel  H.  Walley,  Hon.  Charles  T. 
Russell,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  to  appear  as  our  delegates  at  the  anniversary  of 
the  London  Society,  this  year. 

Letters  of  introduction  have  been  given  by  us  to  our  members  who  have 
gone  abroad,  to  the  foreign  Associations,  and  to  some  extent  to  those  who  have 
gone  to  other  cities  of  our  own  land,  to  the  associations  there.  This  mutual 
introduction  of  members  in  different  cities  and  countries  may  prove  of  much 
convenience  and  utility. 

The  fact  that  so  many  associations  like  our  own  have  sprung  up  during  the 
past  year  in  all  parts  of  our  country,  shows  that  a  great  want  has  been  met,  and 
that  we  are  occupying  a  place  in  the  great  system  of  Christian  Charities  that 
is  filled  by  no  other  organization. 

The  Board  of  Managers  have  thus  recorded  their  doings,  and  the  result  of 
their  experience  the  past  year.  They  would  say  to  the  Standing  Committee 
and  to  the  Members  of  the  Association,  that  there  is  much  for  them  to  do.  We 
have  spacious  Rooms,  a  good  Library,  a  well  furnished  Reading-Room,  an 
extensive  organization,  but  these  are  all  dead,  until  the  members  shall  them¬ 
selves  breathe  into  them  the  breath  of  life. 

We  are,  in  the  often  quoted  words  of  our  first  address  to  the  public,  a  “  social 
organization  to  meet  the  young  stranger  as  he  enters  our  city,  take  him  by  the 
hand,  direct  him  to  a  boarding  place  where  he  may  find  a  quiet  home,  pervaded 
with  Christian  influences,  introduce  him  to  the  church  and  the  Sabbath  School, 
bring  him  to  the  Rooms  of  the  Association,  and  in  every  way  throw  round  him 
good  influence,”  making  “  his  social  atmosphere  a  Christian  one.”  To  do  all 
this,  each  member  must  work.  No  man  should  join  this  Association  simply  for 
what  he  may  get  and  enjoy  himself,  but  for  what  he  may  do  for  Christ  and  the 
young.  We  differ  from  other  associations  for  young  men  in  our  city,  in  the 
end  sought.  Their  object  is  self  improvement  and  preparation  for  life  —  a  good 
end  ;  but  ours  is  higher,  the  good  of  others  and  the  salvation  of  souls.  Inciden¬ 
tally  in  this,  as  in  every  work  for  God,  we  find  all  other  things  added  unto  us. 
Let  each  member  then  strive  to  further  the  objects  ofi  the  Association  by  seek¬ 
ing  out  those  who  ought  to  receive  its  benefits,  and  bringing  them  beneath  its 
influence.  If  all  our  members  shall  the  coming  year  labor,  each  in  his  place, 
to  bring  young  men  within  the  kind  and  Christian  influence  of  this  Association, 
results  will  be  obtained  that  shall  make  glad  “  Zion,  the  city  of  our  God.” 

The  business  community  do  not  sufficiently  estimate  the  value  and  import¬ 
ance  of  this  Association  to  them.  The  rich  men  and  the  men  of  business  must 
entrust  their  property  and  interest  to  others.  Their  only  security  is  the 
uprightnesss  of  those  employed.  Their  confidence  is  too  often  misplaced,  and 
we  hear  of  peculations  and  defalcations  of  all  degrees,  from  the  few  coppers  of 
the  petty  clerk  to  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  the  Bank  employee.  What  is 
the  usual  explanation  in  such  cases  ?  “  He  fell  into  bad  company.” 

We  propose  to  furnish  to  all  the  young  men  who  will  unite  with  us  such  as¬ 
sociates  as  will  confirm  their  right  principles  and  strengthen  every  virtuous  re¬ 
solution,  thus  making  them  better  clerks  and  more  faithful  servants.  Every 
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merchant  who  makes  an  investment  with  us  will  be  sure  of  certain  and  speedy 
returns  in  clerks  more  high-minded  and  trust-worthy.  Some  of  our  merchants 
are  so  well  convinced  of  this,  that  they  cheerfully  pay  the  entrance  fee  of  all 
their  clerks  who  will  join  us,  and  give  liberally  to  our  funds.  The  business  com¬ 
munity  only  need  to  understand  our  work  to  give  liberally  their  countenance 
and  aid.  Let  us  so  make  our  light  to  shine  that  all  shall  take  knowledge  of  us, 
and  direct  the  young  to  us,  that  we  may  do  them  good. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  of  Managers  confidently  commend  the  Association 
to  the  prayers,  sympathy,  and  aid  of  all  the  friends  of  Christ,  beseeching  them 
to  remember  it  at  the  altar  and  by  the  fireside,  in  ward  and  in  deed,  so  that  it 
may  have  the  means  of  gathering  multitudes  of  the  young  within  its  guardian 
care,  and  of  directing  them  to  Him  who  is  able  to  keep  that  committed  unto 
him,  even  to  the  end.* 


PERMANENT  FUNDS. 


The  Association  is  much  in  need  of  a  permanent  foundation,  for  the 
following  purposes;  1st, — 

A  BUXLDINGr  FUND, 

of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars ,  the  interest  of  which  will  just  meet  the  expense 
of  room  rent,  until  it  shall  be  thought  best  to  build.  It  is  probable,  however, 
that  the  present  central  and  commodious  rooms  will  be  retained  for  many  years 
to  come ;  2d,  — 

A  LIBRARY  FUND, 

of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars ,  the  interest  to  be  appropriated  annually  to  the 
increase  of  the  Library. 

Such  an  endowment  would  relieve  the  Association  from  much  solicitude, 
and  perhaps  some  difficulty,  in  securing  the  means  to  meet  its  annual  expenses, 
and  would  insure  a  gradftal  increase  of  the  Library,  which  is  a  most  important 
department  of  the  institution.  The  income  from  fees  of  membership  and  annual 
donations  would  then  afford  ample  means  for  miscellaneous  expenses,  and 
thereby  render  the  society’s  operations  more  efficient  and  useful. 


FORM  OF  A  BEQUEST. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Asso¬ 
ciation,  a  corporation  having  its  place  of  business  in  Boston,  in  the  County 
of  Suffolk,  and  State  of  Massachusetts,  the  sum  of  Dollars.

A  statement  of  some  of  the  plans  now  in  operation  within  the  Association,  calcu¬ 
lated  to  aid  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  result  designed  in  its  foundation. 

MONTHLY  MEETING  FOE,  LITERARY  EXERCISES. 

A  Meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Association  is  held  on  the  Third  Thursday 
evening  of  each  month,  the  time  being  appropriated  as  follows :  —  1st,  Reading  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  Prayer;  2d,  Reading  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  Meeting;  3d,  An 
Essay,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  minutes  in  the  delivery,  by  a  member  of  the  Association, 
upon  a  subject  previously  assigned  him,  by  a  Committee  on  Reviews  and  Essays, 
said  Committee  to  consist  of  four  persons,  to  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Board; 
4th,  General  remarks  by  the  members,  during  one  hour,  upon  the  topic  of  the 
Essay  or  Review,  each  speaker  being  limited  to  ten  minutes;  5th,  Half  an  hour  to 
be  devoted  to  social  conversation,  presentation  of  reports,  correspondence,  introduc¬ 
tion  of  members,  &c. ;  6th,  Close,  with  singing  and  prayer. 

MEETINGS  FOR  CONFERENCE  AND  PRAYER. 

Meetings  for  this  purpose  are  held  every  Monday  Evening,  in  the  Conference 
Room,  where  the  hearts  of  the  members  are  strengthened  by  Christian  fellowship 
and  communion,  and  the  blessing  of  God  is  sought,  to  rest  upon  all  the  labors 
and  plans  of  usefulness  of  the  Association;  and  where  some  already  have  been,  and, 
we  trust,  more  in  future  will  be,  born  into  the  kingdom  of  our  Blessed  Redeemer. 

CLASS  IN  BIBLICAL  LITERATURE. 

A  Class  for  the  Study  of  the  Bible,  under  the  direction  of  a  Committee  of  four  of 
its  members,  one  of  whom  acts  as  Secretary,  with  a  Chairman  from  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  a  Teacher  elected  by  said  Committee,  holds  its  sessions  weekly  at  the 
Rooms,  whose  aim  it  is,  to  gain  a  more  extended  knowledge  of  the  Divine  Oracles, 
as  to  their  history,  authority  and  inspiration,  and  also  the  Geography  of  the  Holy 
Land,  and  the  countries  mentioned  in  sacred  writ,  using  such  aids  as  each  may  be 
able  to  secure,  from  personal  observation,  reading,  maps,  &c.,  as  also  by  the  presence 
and  teaching  of  any,  who  by  superior  advantages  enjoyed,  may  be  able  to  communi¬ 
cate  information  not  otherwise  accessible  to  the  class.  Charles  W.  Jenks,  Chairman 
of  the  Class;  Lucius  E.  Smith,  Teacher;  J.  P.  Lovett,  Secretary. 

INTELLECTUAL  CONVERSATION. 

Under  this  head,  a  class  is  formed,  with  a  variety  of  exercises  —  among  others. 
Social  Lectures  will  be  delivered  by  members  of  the  Association  and  others,  in  com¬ 
mon  law,  travels,  scientific  subjects,  &c.  These  are  not  intended  in  any  way  to  come 
into  collision  or  competition  with  the  Public  Lectures  before  the  Association  in  the 
annual  winter  course. 

Subjects  of  conversation  will  also  be  furnished,  to  be  taken  up  in  regular  order, 
and  commented  on  in  the  most  familar  manner,  while  the  class  propose  to  avail 
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themselves  of  the  current  news  and  topics  of  interest  of  the  day,  to  add  to  their 
mutual  enjoyment  and  instruction.  The  class  will  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Com¬ 
mittee  of  four,  three  from  its  own  number  with  a  chairman  from  the  Board,  and  will 
meet  weekly  for  four  months,  commencing  with  1st  of  September  and  1st  of  January. 

ESSAYS  AND  DEBATE. 

A  Class  in  Essays  and  Debate  is  formed,  commencing  its  sessions  on  the  1st  of 
September  and  the  1st  of  January,  to  continue  four  months,  the  same  to  be  under 
the  direction  of  a  Committee  of  three  from  its  own  number,  with  a  chairman  from 
the  Board  of  Managers.  This  Class  will  meet  once  a  week  at  the  Booms,  and  the 
usual  exercises  of  such  a  body  will  be  maintained  by  the  members. 

COMMITTEE  OE  ATTENDANCE  UPON  THE  SICK. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Association  held  at  their  Booms,  April  18th,  18oo,  the  follow¬ 
ing  resolutions  and  agreements,  were  submitted  by  Mr.  C.  W.  Jenks:  — 

We  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association, 
feeling  desirous  of  extending  as  widely  as  possible  the  good  influences  of  oar  Society, 
and  believing  that  a  body,  bearing  the  name  of  the  Blessed  Eounder  of  our  Faith 
should  include  within  the  sphere  of  its  operations,  all  the  beneficent  plans  for  the  good 
of  humanity,  to  be  found  out  of  the  pale  of  the  Church  of  our  Lord  and  Bedeemer, 
do  hereby  agree  to  devote  ourselves  to  such  care  of  the  sick  of  our  own  number,  as 
may  in  God’s  providence  be  presented,  appealing  to  us  for  our  sympathy  and  benevo¬ 
lence,  and  that  we  will  hold  ourselves  in  readiness  to  give  to  any  such,  at  least  a 
portion  of  that  attendance  their  early  friends  and  homes  would  have  supplied. 
These  offices  of  kindness  they  may  justly  claim,  as  being  “  especially  of  the  household 
of  faith,”  and  as  a  practical  illustration  of  the  words  of  the  Captain  of  our  salvation, 
“All  ye  are  brethren.”  This  resolve  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Meeting, 
and  some  sixty  members  present  signed  the  terms  of  agreement  —  to  which  num¬ 
ber  many  have  since  been  added.  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  regulations  were  adopted 
by  the  Committee,  and  Mr.  Charles  W.  Jenks  was  chosen  Chairman,  and  Dr.  Geo.  F. 
Bigelow,  Secretary,  for  the  ensuing  year.  Any  member  of  the  Association,  in  need 
of  the  services  of  the  Committee,  by  forwarding  his  request  to  their  Secretary  at  the 
Rooms,  will  be  provided  with  attendants. 

BOARDING  HOUSES. 

There  has  been  formed  a  Sub-Committee  of  twelve,  from  the  Standing  Committee, 
for  the  purpose  of  assisting  members  in  the  selection  of  proper  boarding  houses  —  a 
list  of  such  places  is  kept  by  each  member  of  this  Committee,  and  also  at  the  Rooms. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  is  Mr.  T.  S.  Pycott. 

EMPLOYMENT. 

A  Sub-Committee  of  twelve  from  the  Standing  Committee  is  formed,  to  assist 
members  coming  in  from  the  country,  in  search  of  employment.  A  list  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee  may  be  found  at  the  Rooms,  where  they  will  receive  applications,  &c.  The 
Chairman  of  this  Committee  is  Mr.  W.  W.  Mair. 

LIBRARY  AND  ROOMS. 

The  Rooms  of  the  Association  are  open  from  9  A.  M.  to  10  P.  M.,  every  day, 
Sunday  excepted.  Strangers  in  the  city  are  invited  during  their  stay  to  visit,  and 
see  for  themselves  the  accommodations  of  the  Society.
